Premier Stalin has accused Win- 


ston Churchill ul nursing a Hil- 
lerish idea of racial superiority, 
J.K! of wanting to make this an 


',*i{5lo-baxoii world. Bul il seems 
STi 
us 
that 
Mr. 
Stalin's 
recent 


actions, 
much morc than 
Mr. 


Churchill's words, bear the marks 
of the Hitler inllucncc. 
. Mr. Stalin may be, and doubtless 
is, guided by clecidly different mo- 
tives. But the parallels ot melhod 
arc striking. Hitler began to pre- 
pare the ground for war by talk- 
ing of democratic encirclement, un- 
Inenclly elements in neighboring 
countries, and the right of selt- 
defense. 
,- Mr. Stalin has recently spoken of 
''capitalistic encirclement, the de- 


sire for friendly governments on 
Russia's borders, and the need of 
preparing Russia for "any event- 
uality." 


Hitler directed his most venom- 


ous oratory at Great Britain while 
in the early days, he assured the 
United States ot his triendly Inten- 
tions, played up the considerable 
amount ot German blood in Amer- 
ica's racial stock, .and advised us 
that Britain's war was none ot our 
business. 


•$fl Mr. Stalin and Ihc Russian press 


have had some bitler things to say 
about Britain-ii.- recent days. At the 
same ,time they pointed out thai 
Russia has been friends wilh Ihc 
Uniled Slales longer and 
more 


consistently than Britain has. They 
have advised us lhal it is nol our 
mission lo pull Britain's imperial 
chcstnuls out of Ihc fire. 


.Hitler began his military acti- 


vities by sending troops into unde- 
fended or weakly defended border 
tcrrtorios, with Austrian annexa- 
tion as the climax. Mr. SlalhVs 
"•troops have been active in Iran, 


where they remain in violalion ot 
a treaty in which Russia agreed 
to evacuate them on March 2 


There the parallel ends. Hitler 


thundered and his armies clanked 
aboul near home until he had built 
up what he thought was an invinci- 
ble war machine. Mr. Stalin un- 
doubtedly has the most powerful 
military force under arms today. 
That lorcc may be kept under 
iirms until he achieves the poli- 
tical atmosphere which lie 
ob- 


^yiously considers vital to Russia's 
•future lite, but the elements 
of 


which lie lias nol chosen to reveal 
to Ihe real of Ihc world. 


U is unlikely that Mr. 
Stalin 
wants another war. Certainly, he 
does not want il now. For Russia, 
with .all her military might, 
is 


war-weary and industrially weak. 
Whether Mr. Stalin's activities are 
aimed al gathering resources need- 
ed in building a war machine five 
or 
ten years hence is another 


mailer, nol to be dismissed witfi 
i "lime alone will tell." 


Vf' The external parallel of German 


activities in the late Thirties and 
Russian acliviles loday, however 
different the internal motives, pro- 
claims the urgent need for action. 
This time Ihe tragic drift toward 
destruction must be stopped early 
and completely. 


That is a job for the Uniled 


Slales. Russia and Britain arc now 
engaged in pol-and-kcllle accusa- 
tions of blackness which can only 
make a dangerous situation worse. 
There is need for strong media- 
tion backed by strong force. If 
*lhat means that wo must partially 
rearm, 
then, repugnant as 
the 


thought is, we shall have lo do it.

buy its citizens a "little 
some- 


thing extra"—or even $9,374,146 for 
that purpose. However, either of 
(hose sums, or anything in between 
them, is wrapped up in manifold 
limitations such as apropriations, 
tax laws restricting use 
of 
the 


money they bring in, obligations 
made in me past, the 1945 Stabili- 
zation act and, probably most im- 
portant, public sentiment. 


There' is an old 
saying 
that 


"what the legislature enacts,

may revise; what the legislature 
gives ,il may take away." Whether 
the legislature would care to tam- 
per with 38 separate appropriations 
and special funds—many of them 


politically sacred—for $9,674,000 is 
a moot question. Involved would 
be revision of the stabilization law.

Paris. March 22—Former Presi- 


dent Herbert Hoover is launching 
his investigation of the European 
food shortage without 
any delu- 
sions as to tne gravity of the posi- 
tion or of the dangers which de- 
velop when men's minds arc over- 
wrought by hunger. 


His recognition of the great ur- 


gency of the situation was quite 
apparent in a private donversntion 
which I had with him on the eve of 
hisdeparture for Rome, where he 
wii^eontinue his. study. His thirst 
for information impelled him to rob 
me of my prerogatives as a re- 
porter in Central Europe, 
which

•j It was easy to see that he was 
working from, the 
encyclopeadic 


knowledge which ne acquired while 
food relief administrator for Eur- 
ope at the end of the last war. I 
sajv a great deal of him at that 
Omfe "as! an Associated Press cor- 
resparld.ent. 


His "present problem makes the 
dilemma of Old Mother Hubbard 
look like the plenty of a Sunday 
school's picnic.

Scripture: 
I 
Samuel, 
Chapters 


1-7/ especially I Samuel 7:1-8, 13-15 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 
When, and how, does a people 
become a nation? History has var- 
ious answers. Sometimes the pro- 
cessis slow, as in the building of 
our American life out of original 
colonies, with much common heri- 
tage, bul widely separated geo- 
graphically 
and 
in 
sentiment. 
Sometimes the process 
is rapid 


but nol altogether effectual, as in 
Ihc nalional dcvelopmenls follow- 
ing World War I. 


In the hislory of Israel Ihc pro- 
cess was slow in beginning, bul 
swift and slrong in its final stage 
because strong leaders came on 
Ihe scene. In the progres from 
Egyptian bondage (Tirough the wil- 
derness to the Promised Land, the 
consciousness of the people ' was 
tribal, racial and religious, rather 
lhan nalional, and when the relig- 
ious life was at a low ebb, as it 
was repeatedly in the lapses of the 
people into idolatry, the lines of 
distinclion between the Isracliles 
and Iheir idolatrous neighbors were 
weakened. In the period of the 
Judges leaders like Joshua and 
Deborah, the woman judge, exer- 
cised 
great 
influence, 
but afler 
them came evil days. 


Eli, the high 'priest,, seems to 
have 
been 
a man 
of 
personal 


integrity and loyalty to the peo- 
ple, for the news of military dis- 
aster to Israel so overcame him 
that he fell from the balcony where 
he was sitting and was killed. But 
the record concerning Eli is that 
"his sons made themselves vile, 
and he restrained them not." The 
course of Ihese sons, 
accepting 


bribes and misconducling ihcmsel- 
ves with women worshippers who 
came to Ihc people, shows lo what 
a corrupt stale the people had fal- 
len. 


But now there came a new lead- 


er, who with religious fervor and 
integrity combined high qualities 
of pohtcal leaclcrshp. It was under 
this new leader, Samuel, lhal The 
people attained such strong national 
consciousness that they " rejected 
Samuel himself, as 
the religious 


head, demanding a military leader 
and king, thus paving the way for 
that disaster which was shortly to 
come upon them. 


The story of Samuel, both in its 


personal aspects 
and in ils poli- 


lical implications, is of great in- 
terest. We see him first as the 
little boy in the temple, brought 
there by his mother, Hannah, and 
devoted to Ihe service of tho high 
priest, ii.li. He was the child of love 
and prayer. His father. Elkanah 
is one of the truly noble figures 
in the Old Testament, <i man of 
delicate feeling who truly loved 
his wife, despite her barrenness; 
and Samuel, in the beautiful ac- 
count of his birth, was the child 
ol his mother's prayers. 


Eli loo, was more 
successful 
with his little helper than he was 
with his own sons; 
and 
when 


Samuel heard a voice calling him 
JMI did not, rebuke him, or make 
fun 
of him, but recognized that 


it was a divine call, and told him 
when tho call came again to say

From thai hour Samuel became 


conscious of a great mission He 
cleansed the temple of its abuses, 
restored and slrenglhcncd Ihe re- 
ligious hie of the people, but be- 
came also their political -and mil- 
itary leader.

18'A- Cents Worth of Magic 
Now that the General Motors 
strike is settled, we don't hesitate 
to express our confident opinion 
t,h|it the sum of 18'A cents is the 
magic formula which is to lead us 
from chaos to prosperity.

which in ancient days was sup- 
posed 
to ward off illness, this 
magic sum is by very invocation 
Jhc cure for all our economic ills. 


_ It must be. For in a variety of 
industries, and under a variety of 
conditions, bitter adversaries have 
discovered the sum after weeks 
of wrangling, and forthwith have 
clasped hands like brother Elks 
yjd departed in peace. 


Whence came 
this momentary 
talisman? Nobody seems to know 
— unless perhaps it is Labor Sec- 
retary Schwellcnbach, who told re- 
porters in a later-repented burst 
of candor that it guessed it was 
"sort of like Topsy." 


We seem to recall that Henry 
Kaiser was the first employer to 
perceive its magic power and pass 
it along to his workers.
